At Bull Run 
both of liis legs were shattered by a piece of 
shell, aud amputated ou the battle field. In 
1864 he was appoipted a clerk in the War 
Department. He afterwards studied law, 
and was admitted to the bar in 1869. The 
same year lie was appointed a clerk in the 
custom house, where he served eight years, 
the last three as Collector Arthur’s deputy. 
The next eight years he was Collector of Taxes 
for Brooklyn. He collected about $60,000,- 
000, every cent of which wns accouuted for. 
His bond for $1,000,000 in this office was al. 
ways abundantly supplied with sureties, so 
universal was public confidence in his integ­ 
rity. He has never paraded as a “ physical 
wreck” or drawn a pension for total disabili 
ty. But lie is a good friend of bis fellow sol­ 
diers. He has been for twenty-two years a 
member of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
and has twice served as Department Com- 
mauder of New York. 


T h e death of Stanley Matthews invests 
President Harrison with the responsibility of 
nominating a Justice of the Supreme Court 
verv early in his term. This is one of the 
highest duties that a President can be called 
upon to perform; it transcends in importance 
any Cabinet or diplomatic selection. The 
records show that but one appointment 
was made respectively in the administrations 
of Monroe, J. Q. Adams, Tyler, Fillmore, 
Pierce, Buchanan and Johnson. Mr. Lin­ 
coln appointed Justices Swayne, Miller aud 
Davis at near the beginning of his term on ac­ 
count of the retirement of several Southern 
members.

He is, however, only 54 years of 
age, and must fulfil tip; other requirement 
by serving ahout sixteen years longer. The 
canvass for Matthews’s successor lias not yet 
commenced, but Judge Gresham is a national 
favorite for one of the vacancies that arc 
likely to occur during Harrison’s adwinistra- 
i lion.

EXCIS E I.EGIS IATION. 


The amendments to the Excise Commis­ 
sion bill, which is made a p arty measure by 
the action of the recent Rep ublican Assembly 
caucus, creatly imp rove it. 
The numerous 
clauses p resented by the Commission are re­ 
duced to three. 
First, the saloon keep ers who 
sell wine, ale and beer only are charued a li- 
ceuse of from $75 to $150 in cities and from 
$50 to $100 in towns. 
Second, saloon keep 
crs who sell all kinds of liquors arc charged 
from $300 to $500 in cities. 
Third, hotel 
keep ers who sell all kinds of liquors are 
charged from $100 to $500 in cities and 
from $100 to $250 in towns. 
The number 
of saloons is restricted to one fur every 500 
inhabitants, and the ap p lication for license 
must have the endorsement of at least ten 
rep utable citizens who own real estate in the 
election district. 
The giving away of liquor 
on licensed p remises is p rohibited, thus mak 
ing innocuous the ruse bj which a great ileal 
of liquor is sold on Sunday and p aid for 
afterwards. Some of the imp rovements up on 
the orieinal bill are in the omission of the 
eating home license, of the transfer or sale of 
licenses,of the license for selling liquor on rail, 
way cars or steamboats, and of the p rovision 
that the number of liceuses shall not be re 
duced to corresp ond with the p rescribed 
number of inhabitants to each till p resent sn- 
loous disap p ear or voluntarily abandon busi 
ness. 
" This is an imp rovement up on the p resent 
law, and p ossibly makes the license rate 
high enough to accomp lish reform. 
Rut the 
chief argument in its favor is the confident 
assertion of its sup p orters that the Governor 
w ill sign it, even in its amended form. If this 
fact can be definitely established the bill 
ought to p ass. 
The Governor did not give 
any encouragement to such an idea in his 
message, though the bill w-as much more 
favorable to the liquor interest then than 
since 
it 
was amended. 
It is p ossible, 
however, that the 
Governor 
lias 
seen 
a 
great light. 
The p rohibition 
amend 
nent, to be submitted to the p eop le in 1890. is 
sure to be carried unless some high license 
measure is enacted that will meet the demands 
of tiie p eop le. 
The Democratic p arty docs 
not wish to tie struck by a p rohibition cyclone. 
The Vedder liquor tax bill was also agreed 
up on at the caucus, as a p arty measure. The 
Governor can hardly be relied up on to sign 
it, as he once vetoed it. 
Its p assage, how­ 
ever, will sustain the character of the Rep ub­ 
lican p arty as an advocate of just taxation 
and more rigorous liquor restriction.

amended Commission hill need not be freighted 
down 
by 
including with it the Veddei 
bill as one measure. 
Both cau go to the 
Governor and licfore the p eop le on their 
merits.

EXCISE LEGISLATION. 


The amendments to the Excise Commis­ 
sion bill, which is made a party measure by 
the action of the recent Republican Assembly 
caucus, greatly improve it. 
The numerous 
clauses presented by the Commission are re­ 
duced to three. 
First, the saloon keepers who 
sell wine, ale and beer only are charged a li­ 
cense of from $75 to $150 in cities and from 
$50 to $100 in towns. 
Second, saloon keep 
crs who sell all kinds of liquors arc charged 
from $300 to $500 in cities. 
Third, hotel 
keepers who sell all kinds of liquors are 
charged from $100 to $500 in cities and 
from $100 to $250 in towns. 
The number 
of saloons is restricted to one for every 500 
inhabitants, and the application for license 
must have the endorsement of at least ten 
reputable citizens who own real estate in the 
election district. 
The giving away of liquor 
on licensed premises is prohibited, thus mak 
ing innocuous the ruse bj which a great deal 
of liquor is sold on Sunday and paid for 
afterwards. Some of the improvements upon 
the original bill are in the omissioa of the 
eating house license, of the transferor sale of 
licenses,of the license for selling liquor on rail, 
way cars or steamboats, and of the provision 
that the number of licenses shall not be re 
duced to correspond with the prescribed 
number of inhabitants to each till present sa 
loons disappear or voluntarily abandon busi­ 
ness. 
“ This is an improvement upon the present 
law, and possibly makes the license rates 
high enough to accomplish reform. 
But the 
chief argument in its favor is the confident 
assertion of its supporters that the Governor 
w ill sign it, even in its amended form. If this 
fact can be definitely established the bill 
ought to pass. 
The Governor did not give 
any encouragement to such an idea in his 
message, though the bill was much more 
favorable to the liquor interest then than 
since 
it 
was amended. 
It is possible, 
however, that the 
Governor 
has 
seen 
a 
great light. 
The prohibition amend 
nent, to be submitted to the people in 1890, is 
sure to lie carried unless some high license 
measure is enacted that will meet the demands 
of the people. 
The Democratic party does 
not wish to be struck by a prohibition cyclone 
The Vedder liquor tax bill was also agreed 
upon at the caucus, as a party measure. The 
Governor can hardly be relied upon to sigu 
it, as he once vetoed it. 
Its passage, how 
ever, will sustain the character of the Repub­ 
lican party as an advocate of just taxation 
and more rigorous liquor restriction.

down 
by 
including with it the Vedder 
bill as one measure. 
Both can go to the 
Governor and before the people on their 
merits.

RAIN GREATLY NEEDED IN MIDDLE AND 
WESTERN STATES- 


Fo ur Hoy s’ Despera te B a ttle w ith Ca ta ­ 
m o unts W hich They Ra n Across in a 


M ounta in F issu re-A W ife Mur­ 
derer w ho is In Da nger.

C hic ago , March 23.-^A local p ap er p rints 
two colu mns of rep orts from corresp ondents 
in the Middle au d Western States on the crop 
p rosp ect. From these rep orts it ap p ears there 
lias as yet been p ractically no seeding of 
sp ring wheat. 
The grou nd in Dakota and 
Minnesota is in good condition for seeding as 
soon as it warms u p , hu t there was so little 
snow du ring the winter that u nless rain fol­ 
lows soon after seeding there is great danger 
of the crop being inju red. 
Nebraska rep orts little rain so far. 
The 
farm ers are seeding sp ring wheat, bu t the 
acreage is growing less every year, oats and 
corn Inking its p lace. 
D ry weather still p revails throu ghou t Iowa, 
and farmers are not sowing sp ring wheat to 
any great cxteu t. 
There seems to be au u n­ 
u su ally large amou nt of corn back in the 
farm ers’ hands in Iowa, and at p resent p rices 
it is not likely to come forward. 
In Central Illinois the acreage sown to oats 
is almost as great as that devoted to corn. 
The seeding season in Illinois is earlier tliau 
u su al, bu t little has been done yet. 
The 
grou nd is very dry. 
The general conditions of th® winter w heat 
crop u p to this date are ba ckwa rd. The dis­ 
tribu tion of tm\ rainfall has not been good. 
In M ichigan, Northern Illinois. Indiana anti 
O'.iio the grou nd is dry. 
In the Sou thwest­ 
ern p ortion of the winter wheat belt there is 
p lenty of moistu re, and the crop is growing 
fast and doing well. 
dep orts from Michigan 
say good, \vû ïm rains to start the wheat 
grow ihg are wanted. 
Stocks in farm ers’ 
hands in that State are not more than half 
the u su al amou nt at this date. 
Some of the 
mills are imp orting largely from other states 
the wheat they are now grinding. 
Sou thern Ohio rep orts fine grow ing weather 
and that all the wheat now In farm ers’ hands 
will be needed for home consu mp tion. 
Sou thern Indiana rep orts warm and sp ring­ 
like weather. 
In Northern Indiana p leniy 
of rain for the rem ainder of the m ou th is 
needed badly. 
In Sou thern Illinois the wheat is all in 
good growing condition and less good wheat 
in farm ers’ hands than for m any years at this 
time. 
Tennessee and Kentu cky rep ort that the 
growing wheat crop was never better. 
The condition of the wheat crop In Cali­ 
fornia is changed for the better to some ex­ 
tent by the rains of last week. 
A lthou gh to 
the observer grain in Central California looks 
well, yet the rivers and creeks are as dry as 
last Sep tember and the grain lives on this 
su rface moistu re.

Chicago, March 23,-^A local paper prints 
two colum ns of reports from corresponden Is 
in Ihe Middle aud Western States on the crop 
prospect. From these reports it appears there 
has as yet been practically no seeding of 
spring wheat. 
Tlie ground in Dakota and 
Minnesota is in good condition for seeding as 
soon as it warms up, but there was so little 
snow during the winter that unless rain fo l­ 
low s soon after seeding there is great danger 
o f the crop being injured. 
Nebraska reports little rain so far. 
T he 
farmers are seeding spring wheat, but the 
acreage is grow ing less every year, oats and 
corn taking its place. 
Dry weather still prevails throughout Iowa, 
and farmers are not sow ing spring wheat to 
any great extent. 
There seems to be an un- 
usuully large amount of corn back in the 
farmers’ hands in Iowa, and at present prices 
it is not likely to come forward. 
In Central Illinois the acreage sown to oats 
is almost as great as that devoted to corn. 
T he seeding season in Illinois is earlier tlinu 
usual, hut little has been done yet. 
The 
ground is very dry. 
The general conditions o f tb® winter wheat 
crop up to this date nr® backward. 
The d is­ 
tribution of tb® rainfall has not been good. 
In M ichigan, Northern Illinois, Indiana ami 
(--.iio the ground is dry. 
In the Southv/est- 
ern portion of the winter wheat, belt there is 
plenty of moisture, and the crop is growing 
fast and doing well, 
Reports from Michigan 
say good, Ava’rm rains to start the wheat 
growirtg are wanted. 
Stocks in farmers’ 
bauds in that State are not more than half 
the usual amount at this date. 
Some of the 
mills are importing largely from other states 
the wheat they are now grinding, 
Southern Ohio reports fine growing weather 
and that all the wheat now in farmers’ bauds 
will he needed for home consumption. 
Southern Indiana reports warm and spring­ 
like weather. 
In NorthcVn Indiana plenty 
of rain for the remainder of the mouth is 
needed badly. 
In Southern Illinois the wheat is all in 
good grow ing condition and less good wheal 
in farmers’ hands than for many years at this 
time. 
Tennessee and K entucky report that the 
grow ing wheat crop was never belter. 
The condition o f the wheat Crop in Cali­ 
fornia is changed for the better to some ex ­ 
tent by the rains of last week. 
Although to 
the observer grain in Central California looks 
well, yet the rivers and creeks are as dry as 
last Septem ber and the grain lives on this 
surface moisture.

Fruit-growers in Southern 
U lster have 
been called upon to lend their assistance to 
the establishment of a “ Southern U lster 
County Fruit-Growers’ Supply Association.” 
T he object of the Association has not been 
made plain by the men who are soliciting as­ 
sistance in the establishm ent of the organiza­ 
tion. 
It is stated, however, that a lim ited 
number of tbe largest shippers of fruit in 
Marlborough, 
H ighland, 
Clintondale and 
Milton are about associating them selves to­ 
gether for the purpose- of distributing the 
products of the fruit-farm direct to the con­ 
sumers through the agency of distributing 
carts, similar to those now employed in the 
distribution of m ilk to New-York consumers. 
Beyood this inference, 
nothing is known. 
The success of such an association may or 
may not be assured, but painstaking horti­ 
culturists who have been asked about it, de­ 
clare that it is a “ dodge” of somebody’s man­ 
ufacture destined to corner the profits and re­ 
ceipts of the fruit-growers who may enter in­ 
to the scheme for profit to themselves.

saw 
some

tur­ 
keys that I ever saw in my life. 
They were 
strutters, I tell you.” 
“ Talkin g about turkeys,” said an other 
“ Old Settler,” “ puts me in min d when I was 
a boy. On my father’s farm there were man y 
turkeys. 
They attracted the atten tion of the 
coun trysid e for their size an d d eep, red 
combs. People rod e miles to see those turkeys. 
My father was proud of them. 
Several of 
the gobblers weighed over 50 poun d s each. 
Besid es these fowls, my father was the pos­ 
sessor of a small, old fashion ed gold watch 
that struck each hour of the d ay an d 
would 
run 
eight 
d ays 
with 
hut 
on e win d in g. 
When strikin g the watch 
had a musical soun d , an d 1 believe my father 
would n ot have parted with the time piece 
for $1,000. 
Late on e aftern oon he laid his 
vest on a log in the barn yard , an d , without 
his n oticin g it, the watch slid out of the 
pocket he usually kept it in . 
When my 
father picked up the vest he missed the 
watch. 
He was greatly alarmed , an d he 
worried so that n ight that mother became 
an xious lest he would get ill. 
We had 
come to the con clusion that some tramp 
had 
sn eaked 
in to 
the 
yard 
ami 
stolen the watch. 
The n ext morn in g my 
father, who was a very superstitious person , 
was more troubled than ever when he- saw 
how queer on e of the largest turkeys acted . 
He believed it a sign of some impen d in g evil. 
Every hour the turkey would fly in the air, 
then strike the groun d , whirl aroun d two or 
three times, run a short d istan ce an d then go 
on peckin g as if n othin g had occurred a mo­ 
men t before to d isturb its tran quility. 
We 
first n oticed the stran ge action s of the gobbler 
at about 6 o’clock. 
As each succeed in g hour 
wen t by the turkey acted more violen t, an d 
its od d man œuvres were of lon ger d uration .

After the ‘‘ Old Settlers” had taken their 
seats around the stove in the grocery “ On- 
the-Hill,” Rondout, last night, one of the 
number broke the silence by remarking: 
I was over to ‘ Dad ’ Watson’s farm in 
Esopus yesterday. 
You all know ‘ Dad ’ 
W atson. 
He married old ‘ Jim ’ Buggies’ 
daugh:er, who lived in the little brown house 
near the red school. 
As I was waving, 1 was 
ever 
to 
his 
farm 
yesterday, 
and I 
saw 
some 
of 
the 
finest 
tur­ 
keys that I ever saw in my life. 
They were 
strutters, I tell you.” 
“ Talking about turkeys.” said another 
“ Old Settler,” “ puts me in mind when I was 
a boy. On my father’s farm there were many 
turkeys. 
They attracted the attention of ttie 
countryside for their size and deep, red 
combs. People rode miles to sec those turkeys. 
My father was proud of them. 
Several of 
the gobblers weighed over 50 pounds each. 
Besides these fowls, my father was the pos­ 
sessor of a small, old-fashioned gold watch 
that struck each hour of the day and 
would 
run 
eight 
days 
with 
but 
one winding. 
W hen striking the watch 
had a musical sound, and I believe my father 
would not have parted with the time piece 
for $1,000. 
Late one afternoon he laid hi 
vest on a log in the barn yard, and, without 
his noticing it, the vvateli slid out ol' the 
pocket lie usually kept it in. 
When my 
father picked up 
the vest he missed the 
watch. 
He was greatly alarmed, and he 
worried so that night that mother became 
anxious lest lie would get ill. 
We had 
come to the conclusión that some tram p 
had 
sneaked 
into the 
yard 
and 
stolen the watch. 
The next morning nijr 
father, who was a very superstitious person, 
was more troubled than ever when lie- saw 
how queer one of the largest turkeys acted. 
He believed it a sign of some impending evil. 
Every hour the turkey would fly in the air, 
then strike the ground, whirl around two or 
three times, run a short distance and then go 
on pecking as if nothing had occurred a mo­ 
ment liefore to disturb its tranquility.

first noticed the strange actions of the gobbler 
at about 6 o’clock.

N E W BRICK M A N U FA C TU R IN G C E N T E R 
in u F ew 
W h a t is B e lie v e d w ill H ap p en 
Y ears’ T im e, 
The increase in the number of brick yards 
which have been erected and operated along 
the Hudson River betweeu Marlborough and 
Cornwall the past year or two has established 
the fact that in a few years much of the brick 
burned along the Hudson will be m anufac­ 
tured in the neighborhood mentioned. 
Here­ 
tofore Haverstraw has held the reputation of 
being tlie center of 
operations of large 
brick manufacture. 
Points nortli of Kings­ 
ton have also gained much of a reputation for 
the quality and number of bricks m anufactur­ 
ed and shipped. 
The shores of the Hudson 
River, however, both east and west, between 
Matlborough and Cornwall arc said to be im- 
nieusc beds of clay and sand. 
This year sev­ 
eral new yards of large capacity are being 
built on tlie cast shore, near Lotf Point. 
Well-informed brickmakers say that the stock 
found beneath the surface in that, territory is 
unsurpassed for brickm aking purposes. 
Its 
close location to the Hudson does away with 
the expense of carting material from a dis­ 
tance remote from the yards; the abundance 
of sand in the near vicinity coupled with Hie 
fact that the burning sheds can be built close 
to the River, on piles, if necessary, allowing 
plenty of room for a large drying surface be­ 
tween the burning shed and the grinding and 
material preparing machines, manes the prop­ 
erty valuable. 
The future for the men now 
on the field and engaged in the business is en­ 
couraging.

U L ISE LEGISLATION. 


The amendments to the Excise Commis­ 
sion bill. which is made a party measure by 
the action of the recent Republican Assembly 
caucus, greatly improve it. 
The numerous 
clauses presented by the Commission are re­ 
duced to three. 
First, the saloon keepers who 
Hell wine, ale and beer only arc chanted a li­ 
cense of from $75 to $150 in cities and from 
$50 to $100 in towns. 
Second, saloon keep 
crs who sell all kinds of liquors arc charged 
from $800 to $500 in cities. 
Thin!, hotel 
keepers who sell all kinds of liquors are 
charged from $100 to $500 In cities and 
from $100 to $250 in towns. 
The number 
of sa I (wins is restricted to one for every 500 
inhabitant*, and the application for license 
must have the endorsement of at least ten 
reputable citizens who own real estate in the 
election district. 
Tile giving away of liquor 
on licensed ptemiscs is prohibited, thus mak­ 
ing innocuous Hie ruse bj w hich a great ileal 
of liquor is sold on Sunday and paid for 
afterwards. Some of Hie improvements upon 
the original bill are in the omission of the 
rating house license, of the transferor sale of 
licenses.of the license for selling liquor on rail. 
way cnrs or steamlioats, and of the provision 
that the number of licenses shall not be re 
ductal to correspond with the prescribed 
number of inhabitants to each till present sa 
loons disappear or voluntarily abandon busi­ 
ness. 
" This Is an improvement upon the present 
law, and possibly makes the license rates 
high enough to accomplish reform. 
But the 
chief argument in its favor Is the confident 
assertion of its supporters that the Governor 
will sign it, even in its amended form. If this 
fact can be definitely established the bill 
ought to pass. 
The Governor did not give 
any encouragement to such an idea in his 
message, though the bill was much more 
favorable to the liquor interest then than 
since 
it 
was amended. 
It is jiossible, 
however, that the 
Governor 
has 
seen 
a 
great 
light. 
Tile prohibition 
amend 
nent, to be submitted to the people in 1800, is 
sure to la- carried unless some high license 
measure is enacted that will meet the demands 
of the people. 
The Democratic party does 
uot wish to Ik- struck by a prohibition cyclone. 
The Tedder liquor tax bill was also agreed 
upon at the caucus, as a party measure. The 
Governor can hardly In- relied upon to sign 
it. ache once vetoed it. 
Its passage, how­ 
ever, wdl sustain the character of Hie Repul 
pean party as an advocate of just taxation 
and more rigorous liquor restriction. 
The 
amended Commission bill need not be freighted 
down 
by 
including 
with it the Veddcr 
bill as one measure. 
Both can go to the 
Governor and lieforo the people on their 
merits.

There is room in both sections for manufac­ 
tures, and Mr. Hewitt does not propose to 
abandon the Northern market, from which 
his firm has grown rich. 
It has been claimed that labor and raw ma 
terials are so cheap in the South that iron 
manufacture can flourish there without pro 
tectioo.

C h icago, M ardi 23.— A local paper prints 
tw o columns of reports front correspondents 
in the Middle aud Western Stales on the crop 
proH|M*ct. From these reports it appears there 
has as yet been practically no seeding of 
spring wheat. 
The ground In Dakota and 
.Minnesota is in good condition for seeding as 
soon as it Wamac up, hut there was so little 
snow during the winter that unless rain fol­ 
lows soon after sterling there Is great danger 
o f the crop being injured. 
Nebraska reports little rain so far. 
The 
fanners are seeding spring wheat, but the 
acreage is growing less every year, oats and 
corn taking its place. 
Dry weather still prevails throughout Iowa, 
and farmers are not sowing spring wheat to 
any great extent. 
There seems to lie au un­ 
usually large am ount of corn hack in the 
farm ers’ hands in Iowa, and at present prices 
it is not likely to come forward. 
In Central Illinois the acreage sow n to oats 
is almost as great as that devoted to corn. 
T he seeding season In Illinois is earlier thnu 
usual, but little has been done yet. 
The 
ground is very dry. 
The general conditions of th” winter w heal 
crop up to this date are backward. 
The dis 
tnbution of lh“ rainfall has not been good. 
In Micl*;gan> Northern Illinois, Indiana ami 
Bilio the ground is dry. 
In the Southv/est- 
ern portion of the winter wheat licit there is 
plenty of moisture, and the crop is growing 
fast and doing well. 
deports from Michigan 
say good, VvflWn rains to start the wheat 
growling are wanted. 
Stocks in farm ers’ 
hands in that State are not more than half 
the usual amount at this date. 
Some of (lie 
mills are im|>orling largely from other states 
the wheat they are now grinding. 
Southern O hio reports fine grow ing W eather 
and that all the w heat now in farm ers’ bauds 
will la* needed for hom e consum ption. 
Southern Indiana reports warm and spring 
like weather. 
In Northern Indiana plenty 
of rain for the rem ainder of the mouth is 
needed badly. 
In Southern Illinois the wheat is all in 
good growing condition and less good w heat 
in farmers’ hands than for many years at this 
time. 
Tennessee and Kentucky report that the 
growing wheat crop was never belter. 
The condition of the wheat crop In Cali­ 
fornia is changed for the heller to some ex­ 
tent by the rains of last week. 
Although to 
the observer grain In Central California looks 
well. yet the rivers and creeks are as dry as 
last September and the grain lives on this 
surface moisture.

tween the burning shed aud the grinding and 
material preparing machines, muses Hie prop 
ertv valuable.
